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_[EATHER Rather cold weather prevailed during the week over the castern portion of

the State, but some days were warm in the west. The first sub-zero tempera-

tures of the season occurred Thursday night over the eastern portion of the State°

Light to locally heavy snow fell over the eastern portion of the State, which strong

_rinds drifted badly in places, but there was practically no precipitation in the _rest.

CROPS Corn picking was delayed some_rhat further due to stormy weather. About 9% of

the crop is still unharvested compared to 11% a week ago and 16% a year ago

this date. Movement to n_rket has becn light because of bad roads, unsatisfactory

price and a grcatcr intcrest in corn loans. Weekly estimates of yields have held

quite consistent for the past month, and quality is very good.

Wi'.otc. _m._at shows e'_rther l_provc_ ,u5, having gai**ca ".-/_±n coud_tlon .re.o]a_eek

for t.o past month and stands three points higher now than it did a year ago this

date. Several days of high vAnds in western Nebraska did some darage to wheat in

southern Panhandle counties and a fe_ soutbvestorn counties. Part of the _heat in

this area has not matted sufficiently to cover the ground. Snow in most of the

eastern half of the State improved further the moisture situation for wheat going

Into the dormant stage. Last year _',hoat was much better in western Nebrasl_a than in

eastern Nebraska, but this year the situation is reversed. However, the outlook for

_rintcr survival in western Nebraska is much bettor than it _us six weeks ago.

Farm work was somewhat at a standstill last week because of the stormy weather

and either wet condition of the fields or snowdrifts. Host of the counties report a

surplus of farm labor, but a shortage in a fe_,_ of the counties, especially in Custer

County, where help is needed to husk corn by hand. Bad roads, some still impassable,
have slowed movement of grain and livestock to .market.

Feed gralns, hay and forage, are generally reported ample to surplus, with a

fe_v counties reporting a shortage. About _1% of the counties report range and pas-

ture short and the balance _mple. Precipitati an and surface moisture is generally

reported ample _ith some shortage and very little surplus. About one-third of the

counties "still report shortage of subsoil moisture and the balance an ample supply.

LIVESTOCK A few counties arc reporting increasea feeding operations, but in general

the weekly reports have not shoran any appreciable increase during the

past month, but reports indicate increased activity in sheep and lamb feeding during

the past week. Pasture shows a slight increase in condition, largely because of

bettor _heat pasture in eastern Nebraska, while range condition dropped two ooints.
